Our  right  to  pray

Safe  to  say.  Religious 

Freedom  Day  probably  isn't 
file  American  Civil  Liberties 
Union's  (ACLU)  favorite  govern¬ 
ment-approved  event,  despite 
their  attempts  to  argue  that  they 
care  deeply  about  the  subject. 

While  the  ACLU  likes  to  pro¬ 
mote  itself  as  the  prime  defend¬ 
er  of  First  Amendment  rights,  at 
least  two  of  those  rights  are  a 
sharp  ideological  thorn  in  the 
flesh  for  the  organization:  free¬ 
dom  of  religion  (if  it  involves 
publicly  acknowledging  God) 
and  freedom  of  speech  (if  that 
speech  is  formed  as  a  prayer). 

President  Bush's  proclama¬ 
tion  of  Religious  Freedom  Day, 
which  was  celebrated  January 
16,  is  bound  then  to  set  the  col¬ 
lective  teeth  of  the  ACLU  and  its 
affiliated  activists  on  edge,  what 
with  Bush's  insistence  that  "free¬ 
dom  is  a  gift  from  the  Almighty" 
and  all  that,  including  an  encour¬ 
agement  to  commemorate  the 
dayin  places  of  worship. 

The  ACLU,  after  all,  is  only 
really  fond  of  America  when 
it's  being  sledge-hammered 
into  support  for  an  atheistic 
agenda  oy  complicit  courts  and 
pandering  politicians. 

Prayer  in  thankfulness  to  the 
Almighty  might  be  a  good 
thing  on  a  day  commemorating 
the  passage  of  the  1786  Virginia 
Statute  for  Religious  Freedom, 
authored  by  Thomas  Jefferson, 


and  the  First  Amendment's 
protection  of  religious  freedom. 

Yet  somehow,  for  all  the 
ACLU's  aggressive  efforts  in 
courtrooms  across  America  to 
eliminate  invocations  at  city 
council  meetings  and  gradua¬ 
tion  exercises  and  public 
events,  prayer  persists.  People 
just  keep  talking  to  God  — 
and  some  of  them  insist  on 
doing  it  right  out  loud. 

Loud  leftists  are  especially 
fond  of  citing  that  old  Quaker 
quote  about  ^speaking  truth  to 
power."  It  gives  them  courage  — 
the  idea  of  standing  up  to  a  gra¬ 
cious,  polite  society,  calling  for 
the  decimation  of  the  essential 
tenets  of  Western  civilization  — 
with  no  one  to  back  diem  up  but 
an  omnipresent  mass  media,  a 
posse  of  increasingly  activist 
judges,  and  the  glittery 
Hollywood  Thought  Police. 


The  irony,  though,  is  that 
public  prayer  is  tne  ultimate 
way  of  speaking  truth  to  power. 
At  the  1994  National  Prayer 
Breakfast,  Mother  Teresa,  invit¬ 
ed  to  share  a  few  words, 
responded  with  some  stabbing- 
ly  plain  truths  about  abortion: 

Any  country  that  accepts 
abortion  is  not  teaching  its  peo¬ 
ple  to  love  one  another  but  to 
use  any  violence  to  get  what 
they  want.  This  is  why  the 
greatest  destroyer  of  love  and 
peace  is  abortion. 

Those  words  brought  hun¬ 
dreds  to  their  feet,  Dut  not 
President  Bill  Clinton,  First 
Lady  Hillary  Clinton,  Vice 
President  Al  Gore,  or  his  wife 
Tipper.  Seats  planted,  faces 
set  like  stone,  the  quartet 
gazed,  dazed,  on  the  wizened 


old  face  of  wisdom  and  sat 
powerless,  for  a  moment,  in 
the  face  of  the  truth. 

The  truth  is  not  always 
something  most  of  us  (includ¬ 
ing  the  ACLU  crowd)  are  fond 
of  nearing.  The  truth  is,  peo¬ 
ple  have  a  right  to  speak  pub¬ 
licly  not  only  their  vulgarities, 
but  their  beliefs.  People  have 
a  right  to  distribute  publicly 
not  only  atheist  journals  ana 
non-religious  books  but  Bibles 
and  Gospel  tracts,  too.  A  com¬ 
munity  has  a  right  to  publicly 
celebrate  its  heritage  even 
when  that  history  is  Christian. 

There's  still  a  difference 
between  acknowledging  a 
faith  and  endorsing  it,  and 
there  is  a  power  greater  than 
mere  government,  stronger 
than  any  law,  and  more 
enduring  than  any  micro¬ 
phone  or  TV  camera. 

When  as  individuals,  church¬ 
es,  communities,  a  nation,  we 
speak  His  truth,  that  power  can 
change  anything. 

Even  the  hearts  of  the  ACLU.

NASHVILLE,  Tenn.  (BP)  —  The  Democratic  People's  Republic 
of  North  Korea  is  well-known  as  a  country  where  Christians  are 
persecuted  for  their  faith.

Integrity 

Integrity  is  a  word  that  gets 
tossed  around  in  virtually  every 
sector  of  society.  In  2005,  one 
online  directory  reported  that 
more  people  logged  on  to  find 
the  meaning  ofintegrity  than 
any  other  word.  Politicians  talk 
about  it.  Preachers  praise  it. 
Sports  figures  struggle  with  it 
as  they  reveal  whether  they 
have  been  on  any  performance 
enhancing  drugs  or  steroids. 
Christians  should  express  it  in 
everything  they  say  and  do. 

In  its  simplest  form  integri¬ 
ty  means  to  do  the  right  thing. 
It  is  not  just  to  live  according 
to  the  letter  of  the  law.  It  is  to 
live  in  the  letter  and  the  spirit 
of  the  law.  How  many  times 
have  we  seen  people  who 
have  walked  on  the  edge  of 
actions  that  would  be  just 
close  enough  to  the  line 
where  if  they  were  caught 
they  could  say,  "Oops?" 

The  person  of  integrity  sim¬ 
ply  lives  with  a  passionate 
desire  to  do  right.  It  is  always  a 
special  time,  a  holy  of  holies 
kind  of  moment  when  you  get 
to  see  someone  who  nas 
impeccable  integrity  and  does 
the  right  thing  whether  others 
see  or  know  or  even  if  their 
actions  that  crossed  the  line 
could  be  explained  away. 

I  was  recently  visiting  with  a 
friend  of  mine  who  is  now 
retired  from  active  ministry. 
Sometime  ago  he  was  going  to 
buy  a  new  car.  One  of  nis  kin¬ 
folks  worked  for  a  large  auto¬ 
motive  firm  that  gives  a  signifi¬ 
cant  discount  to  me  employees 
and  to  a  select  family  group  of 
those  employees.  My  friend 
asked  his  distant  relative  if  he 
could  get  the  discount.  He  told 
him  he  thought  he  could  and 
that  he  would  send  him  the 
papers  to  fill  out,  sign,  and 
return.  Upon  receiving  the 
papers,  the  retired  pastor  read 
them  and  knew  he  did  not 
exactly  fit  the  terms  of  the  agree¬ 
ment.  He  sent  them  back  incom¬ 
plete  and  unsigned  with  a  note 
of  explanation  tnat  he  really  did

really  did 


not  fit  the  criteria.  A  five  percent 
rebate  on  the  thousands  of  dol¬ 
lars  he  was  going  to  pay  for  the 
car  was  going  to  be  rather  size¬ 
able,  but  he  would  not  do  it. 
Why?  Well,  for  one  dung  his  rel¬ 
ative,  who  would  have  signed 
off  on  the  agreement  and  sav¬ 
ings,  was  not  a  Christian.  Two, 
although  he  could  get  by  with  it 
it  was  not  die  right  thing  to  do, 
and  he  had  integrity. 

Olan  Strange  was  a  great 
Old  Testament  Bible  professor 
at  New  Orleans  Seminaiy  for 
years.  He  understood  the  Word 
of  God  and  loved  the  book.  He 
had  wonderful  and  exciting 
insights  into  the  things  of  God. 
He  was  one  of  my  favorites. 
Strange  always  kept  his  car  in 
immaculate  condition.  Once 
when  he  was  trading  cars,  the 
vehicle  that  he  was  going  to 
trade  had  over  175,000  miles. 
In  the  negotiation  for  the  trade, 
the  salesman  told  him  that  they 
could  bump  up  the  amount 
they  would  give  him  if  he 
would  just  agree  to  say  that  the 
car  had  75,000  miles  on  it 
rather  than  disclosing  that  it 
had  175,000  miles. 

Strange  declined  the 
increased  benefits  and  said 
something  to  the  effect  that  he 
had  walked  the  same  path  for 
over  50  years  and  he  did  not 
intend  to  change  now.  He  exhib¬ 
ited  integrity.  No  one  may  have 
ever  known  but  him  and  the  car 
salesman,  but  God  would  have 
known,  and  he  wasn't  going  to 
disappoint  Him  in  a  car  sale. 

One  of  the  greatest  demon¬ 
strations  of  courage  and  per¬ 
sonal  integrity  that  I  have  ever 
seen  took  place  at  the  State 
Bible  Drills  by  a  young  guy 


who  had  worked  so  hard  at  the 
church  level,  made  the  grade  in 
his  association,  and  went  on  to 
die  state  contest.  I  believe  you 
could  only  have  three  mistakes 
that  year.  If  you  looked  up  the 
wrong  passage,  got  the  wrong 
answer,  and  even  if  you  weren  t 
called  upon  you  were  to  raise 
your  hand  to  let  the  judges 
know  you  had  made  a  mistake. 
Three  mistakes  and  you  would 
not  be  a  state  winner 

The  Bible  Drill  was  going  on, 
and  the  young  man  who  had 
worked  so  hard  and  wanted  to 
be  a  state  winner  in  Bible  Drill 
had  two  mistakes  already.  A 
third  one  and  he  would  miss  his 
chance  of  being  a  state  winner. 
The  part  of  the  drill  that  was  in 
process  involved  the  person  in 
charge  calling  out  a  particular 
section  of  Scnpture,  a  key  pas¬ 
sage.  The  drillers  were  to  rind 
where  it  was  in  the  Bible  and 
give  the  key  passage,  title,  and 
Scripture  location.  The  subject 
was  called  out,  the  Bibles  were 
opened,  the  drillers  quickly 
found  heir  place,  and  stepped 
out  to  let  the  judges  know  that 
they  had  located  the  passage. 
For  example,  suppose  the 
Prodigal  Son  was  called  and  at 
the  signal  given  everybody 
started  looking  for  Luke  15. 
What  would  happen  if  you 
found  Mark  15  or  even  Luke  17? 
If  you  were  called  on  you  might 
give  the  wrong  answer,  but  if 
not  called  on  you  could  iust 
stand  there  even  if  you  nad 
turned  to  the  wrong  place.  Time 
began,  the  young  man  found 
the  passage  he  was  looking  for, 
stepped  out,  and  someone  else 
was  called  on  to  tell  where  it 
was  found.  This  young  man  had 


looked  up  the  wrong  passage. 
Slowly  and  heartbreakingly  ne 
raised  his  hand,  and  that  meant 
he  had  too  many  mistakes  and 
could  not  be  a  state  winner. 

He  did  not  receive  the  state 
winner  award,  but  he  would 
have  if  he  had  just  stood  there 
and  not  raised  nis  hand.  No  one 
would  have  ever  known,  and 
he  would  have  gone  home  a 
victorious  state  Bible  Drill  win¬ 
ner.  Instead,  realizing  that  he 
had  turned  to  the  wrong  pas¬ 
sage,  he  raised  his  hand  know¬ 
ing  that  the  self-imposed  penal¬ 
ty  would  be  that  he  would  not 
receive  what  he  had  worked  for 
so  desperately.  For  those  of  us 
who  knew,  we  could  see  the 
anguish  on  his  face,  and  we 
could  feel  his  pain.  While  the 
moment  was  painfully  sad,  you 
almost  wanted  to  jump  up  out. 
of  your  seat  and  praise  God  for 
a  young  man  who  had  enough 
integrity  to  do  the  right  thing. 

All  of  us  face  those  moments 
when  we  must  make  a  decision 
when  no  one  else  will  probably 
know  and  the  outcome  will  be 
self-serving  and  beneficial  to  us 
if  we  just  let  it  slide.  Integrity 
simply  does  the  right  thing  in 
the  right  spirit  regardless  of  the 
outcome.  Christian  business¬ 
men  putting  together  a  deal  can 
often  ignore  integrity  and  get  a 
better  creak.  Many  marriages 
fall  into  jeopardy  and  disrepair 
because  at  the  moment  some¬ 
one  does  not  exercise  integrity. 
Athletes  can  play  the  game  and 
win  some  of  the  contests  by  liv¬ 
ing  on  the  edge  of  the  rules  and 
not  having  integrity,  but  in  the 
long  run  the  two  people  you 
always  have  to  deal  with  know 
that  you  messed  up. 

One  is  the  all-knowing  ever- 
seeing  Father  above,  and  the 
other  is  the  person  you  see  in  the 
mirror.  Regardless  of  what  the 
world  thinks  or  sees,  the  person 
who  lives  with  integrity  is 
always  the  winner.

Choose  any  Sunday  you 
desire  and  remember  that  the  Mississippi  Baptist 
Convention  Board  will  take  your  checks,  change  them 
into  pennies,  and  place  them  into  the  Memorial.  This  is 
the  only  memorial  to  aborted  children  that  we  know  of 
in  the  world.  Help  us  make  it  a  reality. 

The  second  thing  of  importance  is  that  the  2007 
Mississippi  Legislature  is  in  session  and  has  had 
approximately  2,500  bills  submitted.  It  is  a  tremendous 
task  to  view  each  of  these  bills,  so  pray  for  and  encour¬ 
age  your  senator  and  representative. 

I  will  mention  a  few  of  these  bills  in  general  because 
you  can  go  to  http:/  /  billstatus.  Isolate  .ms.  us  and  find 
each  individual  bill. 

Education  —  It  appears  that  education  will  be  fully 
funded  this  year.  Tne  House,  the  Senate,  and  the 


Governor  have  agreed  that  education  must  be  a  prior¬ 
ity.  The  children  of  our  state  need  a  quality  education, 
and  perhaps  this  is  a  start. 

Ibbacco  —  Several  bills  have  been  introduced  to 
raise  tobacco  taxes  and  to  provide  a  statewide 
tobacco  education  program.  This  program  will  do 
the  same  thing  "The  Partnership  for  a  Healthy 
Mississippi"  has  been  doing  for  years.  Also,  there  is 
a  bill  entered  to  ban  smoking  in  public  places 
statewide.  These  proposed  bills  are  good  and  will 
save  Mississippi  dollars  in  healthcare  costs  if 
passed  and  signed  into  law  by  the  Governor. 

CswWto  —  A  couple  of  bills  have  been  introduced 
to  establish  Highway  90  as  prior  to  Hurricane  Katrina 
as  the  point  of  reference  for  the  casinos  along  the  Gulf 
Coast  This  certainly  needs  to  be  done.  HB  478  and  HB 
569  are  two  bills  that  if  enacted,  will  involve  the  legis¬ 
lature  and  possibly  the  Gaming  Commission  in  negoti¬ 
ating  contracts  with  Indian  tribes  who  attempt  to 
locate  casinos  in  our  state.  In  my  opinion,  this  needs  to 
be  done  because  currently  all  tne  power  is  in  the  hands 
of  one  individual,  die  Governor. 

As  usual,  there  are  bilb  introduced  to  expand 
gambling  whether  it  b  video  machines  outside 
cruise  vessels,  etc.  Most  of  these  type  bills  never 
make  it  out  of  committee. 

Pro-Life  —  SB  2801  has  been  introduced  with  the 
purpose  of  providing  a  mother  the  importunity  to  see 
a  sonogram  of  her  developing  child  before  she  makes 
the  final  decision  on  abortion.  Abo,  bill  SB  2795,  if 
passed,  will  ban  abortion  in  Mississippi.  Both  of  these 
bills  need  your  interest  and  support. 


Drugs  —  As  usual,  there  are  numerous  bills  entered 
to  strengthen  the  DU1  bws  and  to  curtail  underage 
drinking  and  driving  under  the  influence. 
Unfortunately,  most  of  these  never  make  it  out  of  com¬ 
mittee,  so  ask  your  representative  where  he/she 
stands  on  these  and  other  related  bilb. 

Bilb  have  been  proposed  that  are  designed  to  raise 
the  minimum  wage  paid  to  workers,  to  lower  taxes  on 
groceries,  and  to  limit  the  government's  power  to  take

Keeping  Commitments 

Nehemiah  11:1-13:31

As  we  conclude  the  study  of 
Nehemiah,  we  can  appreciate' 
and  admire  Nehemiah  s  leader¬ 
ship  qualities.  Nehemiah  was 
first  a  man  of  prayer.  Twelve 
times  Nehemiah  looked  toward 
heaven  first  before  he  tackled  anv 
task  here  on  earth.  Second, 
Nehemiah  was  a  great  adminis¬ 
trator  who  stayed  laser  focused 
on  his  mission.  Nehemiah  also 
knew  his  role  as  a  leader.  When 
Nehemiah  used  Ezra's  priestly 
role  for  the  dedication  of  tne  wall 
Nehemiah  knew  that  he  was  not 
the  spiritual  leader  for  this  event. 
Nehemiah,  the  fearless  leader, 
was  governor  for  twelve  years 
during  his  term.  Chapter  13 
expands  on  Nehemiah's  second 
term  as  governor.  Chapter  13  also 
outlines  the  reforms  during  his 
second  administration. 

Nehemiah  had  returned  to 
Jerusalem  after  a  visit  to  king 


Artaxerxes  and  now  had 
to  cope  with  the  Israelites 
not  honoring  their  com-  , 
mitment  to  God.  Account-  ** 
ability  is  a  must  for  growth.  The 
Israelites  failed  the  Jewish  com¬ 
munity  as  well  as  Uieir  written 
agreement  with  God. 

1.  Honoring  God's  House, 
Nehemiah  13:1,4-5,  8-9 


immediately  lie  set  out  to  upset 
their  foolish  schemes.  The  very 
thing  they  had  sought  to  avoid 
came  suddenly  upon  them.  God 
directly  intervened  to  confuse 
their  language  so  one  could  not 
understand  the  other.  He  scat¬ 
tered  them  far  and  wide. 

In  our  background  scrip¬ 
ture  of  Genesis  12:1-9,  we  read 
the  account  of  Abram's  calling 
by  God  to  leave  his  country, 
kindred,  and  his  fathers 
house  and  travel  to  a  land  God 
would  show  him.  Notice 
Abram's  immediate  obedience 
to  God.  He  asked  no  ques¬ 
tions,  but  acted  on  his  faith  in 
God  that  He  was  faithful  to  do 
what  He  had  promised.  In 
contrast,  the  people  who  built 
the  tower  were  acting  on  their 


curse  upon  the  Jews. 
But  the  Lord#of  Glory 
turned  this  curse  into  a 
blessing.  This  reminds 
me  of  Joseph's  words, 
when  Joseph  told  his 
brothers,  what  you 
meant  for  evil  God 
meant  for  good.

Some  actions  deserve  swift 
decisions.  The  Jews  not  only 
married  into  Ammonites  and  the 
Moabites  families,  but  Tobiah,  an 
Ammonite,  was  illegally  living 
in  a  large  room  of  tne  Temple. 


Verse  one  reveals  the  impact  Nehemiah  swiftly  and  decisively 


the  Word  of  God  has  on  a  per¬ 
son's  life.  Our  friends,  the 
Gideons,  often  remind  us  of  the 
verse  that  says  the  Word  of  God 
will  not  return  void.  The  book  of 
Moses  was  read  aloud,  and  the 
Jews  quickly  learned  that  two 
groups  were  excluded  from  the 
fellowship.  Longtime  opposition 
to  the  Jews,  the  Ammonites  and 
Moabites  were  the  groups  left 
out.  During  the  exodus  these 
two  nations  refused  in  any  way 
to  help  the  Jews.  Just  to  add 
insult  to  injury,  these  nations 
hired  Balaam  to  pronounce  a 


threw  all  Tobiah's  household 
possessions  out.  Keep  in  mind, 
Tobiah  and  Sanballat  have 
pestered  Nehemiah  for  years. 
After  the  expulsion  of  Tobiah, 
Nehemiah  ordered  the  Temple 
room  to  be  purified.  The  outright 
defilement  of  the  Temple  by  the 
enemy  required  purification. 

2.  Bring  God's  Tithes, 
Nehemiah  13:10-12 

After  Nehemiah  had  returned 
to  the  Holy  city,  he  also  found  the 
Levites  and  tne  singers  had  not 
been  paid  during  nis  absence. 
Lack  of  financial  support  had 


own,  thinking  only  of  their 
own  self  preservation. 

Verse  9  says,  "That  is  why  it 
was  called  Babel,  because  there 
the  Lord  confused  die  language 
of  die  whole  world.  From  there 
die  Lord  scattered  them  over 
the  face  of  the  whole  earth." 
(NIV)  Webster  describes  Babel 
as,  (1)  A  city  where  men  tried  to 
build  a  tower  to  reach  heaven. 
(2)  Noisy  confusion  as  many 
people  talking  at  once.  Babel 
also  means  Babylon.  Babylon 
was  a  city  especially  noted  by 
the  Hebrews  for  its  magnifi¬ 
cence,  wealth  and  wickedness. 

Proverbs  25-29  is  a  collection 
of  proverbs  on  various  topics 
attnbuted  to  Solomon  and 
copied  during  Hezekiah's  reign 
in  Judah.  (Proverbs  25:1)  A 
number  of  these  Proverbs  con¬ 
tain  direct  application  to  the  col¬ 
lective  life  and  well-being  of  an 
organized  society,  as  in  the 
scriptures  that  follow.  Proverbs 
28:2-5;  "When  a  country  is  rebel¬ 
lious  it  has  many  rulers,  but  a 
man  of  understanding  and 
knowledge  maintains  order.  A 
ruler  who  oppresses  the  poor  is 
like  a  driving  rain  that  leaves  no 
crops.  Those  who  forsake  the 


forced  them  to  return  to  farming. 
Nehemiah  brought  die  Levites 
and  singers  back  to  their  posi¬ 
tion;  at  the  Temple.  Nehemiah 
restored  the  tithe  of  grain,  oil  and 
wine  offerings.  In  addition, 
Nehemiah  reformed  the  treasur¬ 
ers  over  the  storehouses;  he 
wanted  to  ensure  proper  pay¬ 
ments  to  be  correctly  distributed. 

3.  Keep  The  Lord's  Day, 
Nehemiah  13:15-18 

Nehemiah  noticed  that  people 
were  selling  fish  and  other  items 
on  the  Sabbath  day.  Business  as 
usual  was  the  theme  in 
Jerusalem  before  Nehemiah's 
reforms  stopped  the  trading  and 
selling  dunng  the  Sabbath. 
Nehemiah  held  the  secular  offi¬ 
cials  responsible  for  the  business 
of  trade  and  work  on  the 
Sabbath.  He  rebuked  the  leaders 
and  held  them  accountable. 
Nehemiah's  Sabbath  reforms 
worked,  and  the  gates  of  the  city 
were  closed  for  commerce.  God's 
steadfast  love  and  Nehemiah's 
resolve  restored  order  and  rever¬ 
ence  to  Jerusalem. 

After  standing  on  the  promis¬ 
es  and  celebrating  the  comple¬ 
tion  of  the  wall,  the  emotion 
quickly  faded  and  so  did  their 
vows  to  God.  Apathy  set  in,  and 


law  praise  the  wicked,  but  thoae 
who  keep  the  law  resist  them. 
Evil  men  do  not  understand  jus¬ 
tice,  but  those  who  seek  the 
Lord  understand  it  fully."  (NIV) 

In  chapter  29:2-4  we  read, 
"When  the  righteous  thrive,  the 
people  rejoice.  When  the  wicked 
rule,  the  people  groan.  A  man 
who  loves  wisdom  brings  joy  to 
his  father  but  a  companion  of 
prostitutes  squanders  his 
wealth."  (NIV)  God's  people  can 
help  strengthen  their  communi¬ 
ties  by  standing  against  social 
vices  such  as  prostitution.  Such 
vices  result  in  broken  families 
and  financial  ruin  for  manv  peo¬ 
ple,  and  bring  other  evils  into 
the  communities  with  them. 

What  is  the  hope  of  society? 
God  fearing  Christians  wno 
still  pray  and  seek  God's  lead¬ 
ership  in  their  actions  and  use 
their  influence  to  uphold  our 
Christian  leaders.  I  pray  that 
we  as  Christians  will  seek  to 
help  make  our  communities 
more  Christ-like,  and  therefore 
make  our  society  a  safer  place 
for  those  who  come  after  us.
